MAGAZINES PAY 


MIGHER POSTAGE 


Under Admiuinistration’s 
Late Regulation. 


oe — 


Washington, November 4.—Postmas- 
ter General Hitchcock’s plan of requir- 
ing the magazines to pay increased 
postage on thir advertising pages sutf- 
ficient to eliminate postal deficits and 
warrant, in the near future, 1 cent 
postage on first-class mai] was offi- 
cially explained today. 

Postmaster General Hitcncecock be 
lfleves that in carrying out the admin- 
istration’s purpose to accomplish a 
reasonable increase in the postage 
rates on certain kinds of second-class 
mail more distinction should be mada 
between advertising and what is term- 
ed legitimate reading matter. 

He does not favor, under present 
conditions. an increase in the rates of 
postage for carrying reading matter. 
Any increase thus applied, he points 
out. will place a special burden on a 
large number of second-class publica- 
tions, such as educational and religious 
periodicals, that derive little or no 
profit from. advertising. 

It is the circulation of this type of 
publications, which aid so ‘effectively 
in the educational and moral advafice- 
ment of the people that the govern- 
ment can best afford to encourage. For 
these publications and also for any 
other Wkgitimate reading matter in 
periodica} form Mr. Hitchcock suggests 
a continuation of the present low post- 
ee rate of I-cent a pound, and recom- 
mends that the proposed increase in 
rate be applied only to magazine ad 
vertising matier.,

Magasines to Pay Costs of Service. 

“This plan would be in full 
with the statute governing 
class mail, a law that never 
the inclusion under the second-class 
rates of the vast amounts of advertis- 
ing now transported by the govern- 
ment at a tremendous loss.”

FRANK HILBURN 
ENDS HIS LIFE 


Councilman from first Ward 
Just Home From a Fish- 
ing Trip 


TOOK DOSE OF POISON 
SEVERAL MONTHS AGO 


Friends Say That the Shooting 
Was Accidental---Committed 
Suicide While Temporarily 
Insane, Says the Coroner’s 
Jury---Deceased Prominent 
in Politics. 


Frank A. Hilburn, member of coun- 
ofl from the first ward and a confed- 
erate veteran, shot and killed himself 
with a pistol] yesterday afternoon at 
his home, 56 Walker street, in the 
presence of his wife, daughter and 
grandchild. 

Mr. Hilburn had just returned from 
a fishing trip at South river, and] 
when he left his friends on the trip he 
appeared to be in the best of spirits. 
He entered his home, and after speak- 
ing to his wife and daughter, turned 
aside and made some remark about a 
pistol] not shooting. In the next in- 
stant the weapon he held in hig hand 
was discharged and he fell to the floor. 

Wound Just Above Ear. 
The bullet entered the left side of 


the head just above the ear. 

A telephone message summoned 
ambulance from the Grady 
but before it reached the residence! 
Mr. Hilburn had expired without 
speaking or regaining consciousness. 

No cause can be assigned for. the 
act, if it was a case of suicide, and 
many of his friends believe that the} 
pistol was accidentally discharged, in-|

Than Frank Hilburn no resident of 
the first ward was better known.

years 1904 and 1905. In 1908 he was 
re-elected to serve two years, 1909 and 
1910, his present term expiring the 
last of this year. His popularity was 
evidenced by his being twice elected 
in his ward over two very prominent 
citizens. , 

He served as coroner of Fulton coun- 
tv for six years. 

Suffered From Poison Dose. 

A few months ago doctors 
called for Mr. Hilburn 
his family believed he had 
fatal dose of carbolic actd. It was 
afterward explained that he had by 
mistake swallowed the wrong medi- 
cine. He had a narrow escape from 
deith at that time. 

He had been in the undertaking 
business in the city for many years. 
At one time he was a member of the 
firm of Hilburn & Bowden and~*more 
recently of the firm of Holland & Hil- 
burn. ; 

He was identified for. many years in 
loca] politics and took an active part 
in nearly all the local elections.

The kidnaping is said to-have oc- 
curred in October.

AT DIRECTOR CLAY 


Philadelphia, Pa., November 4.—AD 
attempt was made this afternoon to 
assassinate Henry Clay, director of the 
department of public safety. , 

The attempt was made by a man 
who gave his name as Harry Clark. 
He fired three shots, none of which 
took effect. 

Clark, who is about 65 vears of age, 
called at the director’s office in the 
city hall and became involved in an 
altercation with the director. When 
an attempt was made to put him out 
of the office Clark is alleged to have 
drawn a revolver and fined. When 
other men in the office recovered from 
their surprise they seized Clark and 
locked him up. 

Director Clay is the head of the de- 
partment which has entire charge of 
the police and firemen. 

The police say Clark is a crank, and 
that the shots fired were blank car- 
tridges. 

Mr. Clay was s0 close to Clark when 
the latter fired that the director’s 
clothing was scorched. As he fired 
Clark is said to have exclaimed: 

“The same power that sent me with 
blank cartridges will send some one 
here tomorrow with bullets.”

New York, November 4.—One womar 
was killed, several persons were in- 
jured and there were numerous narrow 
escapes in fires in various sections of 
the city today.

“If any automobile owner in the 
state is not carrying a regulation state 
number on his machine, it Is the duty 
of the police to arrest him and take 
him into the courts.” 

Such was the emphatie declaration 
of Secretary of State Phil Cook yes- 
terday afternoon.

“My obligation ends when I issue a 
license number on application,” said 
Mr. Cook.

“In your answer to my letter you en- 
tirely miss the point of the criticisms.

I am interested in your 
opinion as a judge. My criticism of you

ON VERGE OF FREEDOM 
CONVICT MEETS DEATH 


onay H. Davis Falls From the 
op of the New Prison 


Building. 


Nearing the day, a few weeks dis- 
tant, when he would have been paroled 
after serving over four years of a five- 
year sentence for counterfeiting, Henry 
H. Davis, 28 years of age, of Ken- 
tucky, met instant death at 8:30 o’clock 
yesterday morning in a fal] from the 
top of the new administration build- 
ing in course of construction at the At- 
lanta federal prison. 

Davis was at work with other pris- 
Ooners on the building, and was carry- 


ing a large plank around the running’ 


board at the top of the structure, 47 
feet above the ground, when in some 
inexplicatle manner he lost his footing 
and plunged downward. 

Nearly half way down to the ground, 
Davis fell against a ty-rod, and was 
bounced off the remaining distance. It 
broke the force of his fall, but he was 
so badly injured about the head and 
shoulders that he died a few minutes 
after fellow prisoners reached his side. 

Davis had made such an excellent 
record while a prisoner at the peni- 
tentiary that he would have been 
paroled in about two weeks. His term 
of five years would have expired May 
1, 1911. Most of his relatives now live 
in Oklahoma and Texas, and his body 
is being held until they are heard from. 

Warden W. H. Moyer was deeply af- 
fected by the tragic death of Davis, 
for the man had won the confidence of 
himself and the other prisoners, and 
there was not a black mark in his en- 
tire deportment. He was a member of 
the prison orchestra.

ASK RIGHT TO ISSUE 
$10,000,000 BONDS 


Power’ Company Also 
Wantsto Issue $10,000- 
000 Stock. 


The ralliread commission was occu- 
pied the whole of yesterday morning 
hearing the application of the Geor- 
gia Power Company for the right to 
issue $10,000,000 & per cent bonds and 
$10,000,000 commen stock. 

The commission heretofore approved 
an issue aggregating $6,000,000 
bonds, $8,000,000 of preferred stock 
and $3,006,000 of common stock. 

The financial arrangements in con- 
templation at the time this issue wae 
approved were not completed, and the 


Georgia Power Company has now made 
Alabama, Texas and Louisiana, mei itn | Ss: peny 


financial arrangements for the devel- 
opment of its entire properties. 

The mortgage under which the $6,- 
600,000 of bonds was approved had a 
possible limit of §30,000,000 ag the 
total issue. The mortgage under 
which the bonds were asked for a 
Friday's hearing limits the issue to 
$10,000,000, so that when all of the 
properties are developed and the plan 
ls worked out the present mortgage 
will only be for half the amount the 
provisions of the former mortgage 
would have permitted. 

Testify Before Commission, 

C, Elmer Smith, president of the 
Georgia Power Company, and a corps 
of prominent engineers testified be- 
fore the commission and were fully 
interrogated by counsel and by the 
commissioners. Judge Hines was in 
attendance, representing the commis- 
sion, and a full board was in session. 
Colonel H, H. Dean, of Gainesville, 
and Mr. Stephenson, attorney of De- 
troit, Mich. who represented the 
financial interest, made statements to 
the board in favor of the issue. 

The plan of development under 
which these bonds are sought contem- 
plates the development of a number 
of properties on the Chattahoochee 
river, and also on the Etowah and the 
Tallulah. The evidence disclosed that 
the first development will most likely 
be the Etowah or the power near New- 
nan. 

The maps presented by the commis- 
sion showed the watersheds of the 
Chattahoochee, the Htowah and the 
Tallulah, and showed the distribution 
system which this development in- 
volves, and which will reach all the 
cities from Toccoa, on the east, to 
LaGrange and Greenville, on the west 
side of the state, and from Winder, 
Monroe and contiguous cities on the 
south, to Rome, Cedartown and Car- 
tersville on the north. It ts a con- 
nected development, each plant sup- 
plementing the other, so that any ac- 
cident interfering with the supply at 
one plant will, when the development 
is completed, be immediately suppled 
from some 6ther plant in the system. 

The commission inquired into the 
particulars and details of the entire 
transaction and investigated as to all 
the safeguards to protect the public. 

In connection with this hearing an 
application for $1,370,000 bonds and 
$50,000 of stock was made by the 
Blue Ridga Electric Company. It was 
explained that this last company was 
to be a mere holding company, anc 
that as ‘the development of the Georgia 
Power .Company goes forward the 
bonds issued by the latter company 
will be paid off, and the properties 
pass into the Georgia Power Company, 
so that when the development is com- 
pleted there will be only one com- 
pany, the Georgia Power Company, 
with $10,000,000 of stock and $10,000.- 
000 of bonds. 

Await Commission's Approval, 

The commission inquired particular- 
ly into the substance of the transac- 
tion which showed that the Georgia 
Power Company has made a contract 
by which the first development is t% 
bes completed by July 1, 1912, and that 
the others are to follow at. periods 
of about eighteen months; and that the 
financial jnterests are only awaiting 
the approval of the commission tv 
start on the work. 

Mr. Smith, the president of the com- 
pany, testified that he and his asso 
ciates had put over half a million dol- 
lars into the enterprise already, and 
that they control the property of the 
old North Georgia and the Etowal: 
Power Companies, which will go into 
the new company. He also stated that 
the territory in which this develop- 
ment will bé made, in his opinion, of- 
fers a superb opportunity for such an 
enterprise, as he believes the south is 
growing, and will grow in the future 
more rapidly than any other part of 
the country, 

Tre commissioners took the matter 
under advisement, and will pass upon 
it in executive session next week.

NOME, ALASKA, SWEPT 


BY TERRIFIC SURF: 


Many Houses Destroyed and 
Numbers of the Inhabitants 
Have Narrow Escapes. 


Nome, Alaska, November 4.—A ter- 
rific surf, unaccOmpanied by wind or 
disturbance in the air, swept the beach 
and across the Nome sand pit yester- 
day. destroying two houses and fifteen 
eabins and doing great damage to 
shipping. Several schooners were 
wrecked. 

No lives were lost, but many -per- 
sons had narrow escapes. The water 
swept far up the streets, those near 
the shore being completely inundated. 
Late last night the surf began to 
subside. | 

No one kLere is able to account for 
the phenomenon, which come attribute 
to submarine volcanic action and 
others to the recent eclipse. The 
water rose to the highest point ever 
seen here, reaching far above the marks 
made when Behring sea and Norton 
sound are lashed into a fury by the 
Arctic storms. 

During the storm yesterday the 
schooner Mary Sachs was picked up 
from her moorings by the mighty rush 
of water and deposited fn a pit dwell- 
er’s yard. All the other boats laid up 
for the winter were swept far up on 
the beach by the waves. It was only 
by piling sand bags about the ware- 
house of the Pacific Cold Storage Com- 
pany that the men were able to pre- 
vent the building from being carried 
away.

Those who have hitherto been com- 
plaining about the “high cost of liv- 
ine’ had better begin right now to 
look up a-new and more emphatic 
vocabulary in. which discuss and

FIVE MEN KILLED 
IN ALABAMA MIRE 


Explosion Occurs in Yo- 


lande J.ine in Tuska- 


.0osa County. 


Birmingham, Ala., November 4.—A 
gas explosion occurred in the mines of 
the Yolande Coal and Coke Company 
Shortly after midnight last night and 
five men were killed. The mines ars 
located in Tuscaloosa county, thirty 
miles south of Birmingham. 

Chief State Mine Inspector James 
Hillhouse and his two assistants are 
on the scene. The bodies of the vic- 
tims have been taken out of the mine. 

This is not the first explosion of gas 
in these mines, 65 men being killed 
there once before with three men killed 
a few months ago, and two badly 
burned recently. 

Because of the cool weather Chief 
State Mine Inspector Hillhouse day be- 
fore yesterday issued a general wara- 
ing to the mining industry in the state 
to be careful. 

The explosion in mine No. 1, of the 
Yolande Company, was a local one, a 
pocket of gas being ignited by a naked 
lamp. All five victims were white men, 
Fred Steel, James Walker, married; 
George Thomas, married; John Creek, 
Thomas son-in-law, and Len Grant. 

The bodies of Thomas and Creek 
were buried under a lot of rock that 
fell from the roof in the mine after the 
explosion. J. B. McCleary, president of 
the Yolande Coal and Coke Company, 
and General Superintendent Dilsworth 
rushed to the scene early this morn- 
ing, and have men at work repairing 
the damage done, and next week the 
mines will resume operation.

Steady at an Advance of 
5 to 10 Points. 


New York, November 4.—There was 
a further advance in the cotton market 
today, and, while part of an early gain 
was lost, the market closed steady, 
with prices ranging from 5 to 10 
points above the closing figures of 
yesterday.

Pri- 
vate cables from Liverpool attributed 
the strength there to the firmness of 
southern markets, and a better demand 
from Manchester, which was in line 
with reports reaching here from the 
South late on Thursday; bat, in the ab- 
sence of private wires, there was very 
little new, from the south itself, and 
the market’ eased off from the top 
during the afternoon.

OWA CAMPAIGN 


People Patter Through 
Slush to See Him. 


With Such Enthusiasm as Could 
Be Mustered on a Biting Cold 
a Roosevelt Is Cheered as 

He Speaks in Grilk’s Behalf 


for Governor. 


Des Moines, Iowa, November 4.— 
Through snow, sleet, rain and biting 
cold, Theodore Roosevelt campaigned 
over Iowa today in behalf of the re- 
publican ticket. His reception was 
distinétly cordial. People pattered 
throvigh the slush in crowds to see 
him, and hear him speak in behalf of 
Charles Grilk, of Daveport, Iowa, re- 
publican candidate for congress. They 
cheered him with as much enthusiasm 
as could be mustered on such a @ay. 

Colonel Roosevelt heard last month 
that he was being criticised in this 
state by persons who believed he 
espoused one set of doctrines in the 
west and another in the east, but he 
found hearty welcome waiting him 
when he came here. 

The colonel urged the people of Iowa 
to support Mr. Grilk as a man who 
stood with the progressive leaders of 
the republican party, and in his gpéech 
here tonight he indorsed Governor 
Carroll and the state ticket, and put in 
a good word for Senator Cummins. 

Colonel Addresses Teachers, 

He did not attempt to go into local 
politics, but confined himself largely 
to appeals for support of the genera! 
principles which he said the repub- 
lican party, as a whole, represented. 
This evening he addressed severa! 
thousand members of the Iowa State 
Teachers’ Association on education and 
g00d citizenship, before speaking at 
the campaign rally. 

Colonel Roosevelt made his first 
speech of the day in Davenport, and 
then came to Des Moineg, stopping on 
the way for short speeches from the 
platform of his car at West Liberty. 
Iowa City and Marengo. The rally 
Davenport was not as large as 
been expected, because the cold 
dull sky kept away a good many 
sons who had planned to go into th 
city from surrounding points on spe- 
cial trains, but the crowd which gath- 
ered in Centra!

Crowds Stand in Snow to Hear Roose- 

velt. 

Iowa City turned out an enthusiastic 
throng, with a band, and the cheering 
squad from the University of Iowa to 
make things lively. At both West 
Liberty and Marengo several hundred 
persons stood in the snow at the sta- 
tion to listen to him. 

The reception of Colonel Roosevel¢ 
at Des Moines was the most striking 
of the day. At the time of his arrive! 


the streets were covered with slush. 


and the air was cold and damp. 

In spite of the unfavorable condi- 
tions the downtown streets were lined 
with crowds which cheered constantly 
and kept the colone!] on his feet, bow- 
ing and waving his hat as he moved 
through the city escorted by a troop 
of cavalry. 

Colonel Roosevelt was 
once to the University 
Christ, where he spoke to more than 
2,000 high school pupils. A football 
game between two high schools was in 
progress when he reached the church 
and several hundred students stayed 
to see it out. Colonel Roosevelt gat 
on the platform and waited patiently 
for the athletes and spectators to get 
there and said that he wished that he 
could have seen the game. 


Colonel Talks to Students. 


The colonel told the pupils that he 
was going to make a speech some time 
on the “Invaluable Use of Useless In- 
formation.” He-said that during his 
life_he had accumulated an enormous 
amount of information which at the 
time had seemed useless, but later 
years had proven of great value. He 
urged the boys and girls to read good 
books and plenty of them and remind- 
ed them that the value of their educa- 
tion depended more upon what they 
put into their work than what their 
teachers put into them. 

From the church Colone}) Roosevelt 
went to the Grant Club, where he had 
dinner with .the Des Moines Commer- 
cial Club. Then he went to the Coli- 
seum and jmade his address to the 
teachers and later to the campaign 
rally at the auditorium. After the 
last meeting he went to his oar te 
start on the homeward trip. He is @ue 
in Chicago at 8:09 o’ciock in the eto 
ing and will be-met there by re 
sentatives of the Ohio republican s 
committee, who will take him across 
Ohio in @ special] car. He is to leave 
Chicago at 8:25 o'clock and spéak at 
Toledo and Cleveland and probably at 
several other places. Then he witil re- 
turn to New York, arriving there Sun- 
day morning. 

Davenport, Iowa, November 4,.—Bev- 
eral thousand persons listened to Tieo- 
dure Roosevelt he.e today, when Are 
made his first speech in Iowa fo:
